Chicago is now neh sach a crisis. 


During the next three or four years the 


municipality must take up some of the most 
important problems it has been called upon 
to solve in its history. 

The greatest of these, though not at this 
moment the most imminent or the most con- 
spicuous to the public eye, is the problem 
involved in the consolidation of our public 
utilities. ‘This consolidation contemplates 
the unification of the entire street railway 
system of the city, bringing in the four ele- 
vated railroads and including subway de- 
velopment. It may also involve the electric 
light and power interests, so that their ro- 
lation to the general weifare will be consid- 
erably greater than it is now. 

If such a consolidation should be brought 
aboyt the community would be more vitaſly 
concerned than by any event since the de- 
feat of the Yerkes-Lorimer combination to 
grab the streets. 

But even if only a part of this tremendous 
possibility is accomplished, the consolida- 
tions already virtually assured and the great 
work of building the subway offer oppor- 
tunities for exploitation beyond the dreams 
of avarice. The spending of millions in suh- 
way construction must be jealously safe- 
guarded, and in granting franchises to new 
consolidations it must be made certain that 
the public's rights and interests are not sac- 
rificed, 

Besides these questions there is the im- 
portant. matter of the revision of gas and 
telephone rates, and later the electric light 
rates. 

Ie these problems are to be worked out in 
the interest of the people, the people them- 
selves must see that their representatives, 
both legislative and executive, are faithful 
and competent. 

The immediate danger Ys that we have not 

merely a mayor to elect but.half the city 
council. The mayoralty is attracting all 
the attention. But it is as important to 
elect good aldermen. 
It is especially important this spring, If, 
as seems not improbable, a mayor is to be 
elected whose affiliations are corporate. 
Tas TR Um will discuss this aspect of 
the situation later, but at this time we wish 
to call our readers’ attention to the fact that 
| tte eouncil has been seriously weakened hy 
the last election and that conditions are un- 
favorable to making up the loss unless the 
people wake to their danger. 

Three of the strongest men of the present 
council will not be in the next council. Ald. 
Zimmer already has left to become sheriff 
and Ald. Dever to become judge, while Ald. 
{-Merriam’s term will expire and his mayoral 
-Camdidacy will prevent him from running 
| for-retlection to the council. 

In any legislative body the character of 
che leadership is of vital importance, and 
the loss of these three men will be greatly 
felt. Ald. Merriam cannot be replaced, al- 
‘thongh it may be assumed that the Seventh 
ward will send at least a reliable man. 
Zimmer and Dever are virtually certain to he 
_@neceeded by men of much lower grade, 
ora and mentallz. Stanley Kunz al- 
ready has invaded Dever’s district; and it

WILLIAMS EMOIR“ is the 
title of a book compiled by his wife, Eliza- 
beth A. Sharp, which Messrs. Duffield & Co. 
will publigh immediately. It is an interest- 
ing book, and it fs an intimate book. A 
wife could not fail to write intimately about 
her husband, if she wrote about him at all. 
Mrs. Sharp and William Sharp were first 
cousins and had known each other from the 
days of their childhood. 

William Sharp seems to have had two na- 
tures, one that of a man and a poet, the 
other that of a woman, a visionary ‘and 
dreamer. According to his wife he found, 
even as 4 child, 


That he had an inner Hfe, a curious power of 
vision unsdared by any. che about him; so that 
what he related was usually discredited. But the 
peychic side of his nature was too intimately a 
part of himeelf to be killed by misunderstanding. 
He learned early to shut it away+keep it as a 
thing apart—a mystery of his own, a mystery te 
himself. This sectecy had two direct results; he 
heeded from time to time to get away alone, from 
other people, yo: as again and again to get into 
touch with the green lite,“ as he caked it, for 
spiritual refreshment; and it developed in him a 
love not only of mystery for ite own sake, but 
of mystification also that became a marked char- 
acteristic, and eventually was one of the factors 
which in his literary work led to the adoption of 
the pseudonym. . 


This explains Fiona McLeod.¢@ 

About this pseudonym Mrs. Sharp has 
much to say in a chapter devoted to the sub- 
ject. There was a person, a woman, who 
inepired Fiona McLeod's writings. Thie 
friend, whom he discovered in Rome, was 
conspicuous for her great beauty, and to her 
he dedicated the first of his books published 
under the pseudonym of Fiona McLeod. On 
this subject his wife says, with great gener- 
osity: 

And though this newer phase of his work was 
at no time the result of collaboration, as certain 
of his critics have suggested, he was deeply cun 
scious of his indebtedness to this friend, for—as he 
stated to me in a letter of instructions, written

and mental alertness, her persenality stoad for him 
as a symbol of the heroic’ women of Greek and 
Celtic dars, a eymbol thet. aa he expresseé it 
unlocked new doors in his mind and put him in 
touch with ancestral memories of hig race.

Mr. Sharp read some of his Poems tb Ress 
settl, who wrote him letters. of. criticism 
kindly eriticlem—of which Mr. Sharp, says: 

It is th great part owing to his generously 
enthuelastic praise that I now send these for 
your inspection; but also much of what may 
be good in them is owing to your gratefully 
remembered personal influence and kindness, 
as Well as your own. beautiful work.” 

At one time when Mr. Sharp wae quite 
down on his luck he made efforts to succeed 
th as @ poet and prose writer. but he did 
not attract any attention; he sent 4 bateh 
of poetry to Harper’s Magazine.

New York, Jan. 20.—{Special.]—Senator 
Aldrich would not have outlined his plan for 
the reorganization of the currency:and bank- 
ing systems of the United States so ear y 
were it not that he has learned that the peo- 


ple now are in a frame of ‘mind carefully, ~ 


earnestly, and without any prejudice to con- 
sider the momentous subject. 

In this city the publication of his letter to 
the monetary commission outlining his phen 
ig believed to be in line with a purpose enter- 
tained by him—namely: agitation and edu- 
tion in connection wtth this reform. The first 
reading of the letter has created a favorable 
impression. It is true that some of the bank- 
urs point to possible embarrassments or 
Yaults of detail in the proposed plan, but if 
there be no more substantial criticism than 
this, then it is fair to assume that the prop- 
sition will be cordially accepted by the 
wankers generally. 

The service given by the Clearing Mouse 
associations at the time of the 1907 panic 
unquestionably suggested the utilization of 
the basic principle of the clearing house 
associations as the chief underlying principle 
ot any modification of the national banking 


system. 


Credit System Is Increased.
